Manila. Dec. 1.—Uncle Sam's gieat 


fleet of battleships started from here 
today on the !ast leg of their cru^e 
around the world, the long homeward

They stop at other ports before the 


officers and sailors see the Atlantic 
coast of the United Slates rise before 
their eyes, but the stay at Manila 
was the last long sojourn of the fkot 
before reaching home.

is Colombo. Cevlon.

Connecticut, flagship of the fleet, and 
the kicking up of the water under her 
stern proclaimed the fact that her

shores of the bay.
